8§3262. APPLYING FOR BENEFITS

Anindividual who is aresident of the State of Maine and who applies to the Social Security
Administration for supplemental security income benefits pursuant to Title XV1 of the Social Security Act
shall be deemed to be applying for state supplemental income benefits provided pursuant to this Part and
for medical care benefits provided by the State of Maine pursuant to Title X1X of the Social Security Act.
Eligibility of aperson for any benefit shall be determined in accordance with applicable laws of the United
